STABBING 

Man arrested over 
attempted murder 

A MAN is being questioned on suspicion of 
attempted murder after another man was 
stabbed in the head in Dudley town centre. 

The knifing took place in the early hours 
of Friday, shortly after midnight, near the 
derelict Gipsies Tent Inn in Stafford Street. 
A 34-year-old man was arrested more than 
nine miles away in Hockley, Birmingham, 
less than an hour later. 

The 36-year-old victim suffered wounds 
to his head and shoulder and was taken to 
hospital with injuries that were serious but 
not life threatening. Contact police on 101 
or anonymously on 0800 555 111.

DUDLEY Council is owed £2.5 
million in unpaid council tax 
from last year, new figures re¬ 
veal. 

Thousands of council tax accounts 
were not paid in full by the end of the 
2014/15 financial year. 

Council chiefs say they are committed to re¬ 
covering outstanding debts. 

Despite the outstanding payments, bosses 
say the authority has an ‘excellent track record’ 
for clawing back money owed. 

Councillor Judy Foster, the council’s deputy 
leader, said: “Thankfully, the vast majority of 
people in Dudley borough pay their council tax 
on time. 

“Where people are struggling to pay we have 
a number of ways we can offer help and sup¬ 
port. 

“We have an excellent track record when it 
comes to the collection of council tax and any 
outstanding money, which makes us one of the 
top performing local authorities nationally. 

“There are fewer than 12,000 accounts owing 
council tax for last year in the Dudley borough, 
which amounts to £2.5m owed for 2014/15. We 
are continuing to recover outstanding debts.” 

Anyone who misses a payment instalment is 
sent a reminder letter. They are given seven 
days to bring their account up to date by paying 
the overdue instalment. 

Summons 

If payment is not made, a summons is re¬ 
quested from the magistrates’ court. No more 
than three reminders are issued in a financial 
year. 

Across the border in Sandwell borough, a 
total of 19,628 council tax accounts were not 
paid in full by the end of the 2014/15 financial 
year. This has left the council needing to chase 
£2.2m. 

Figures released by Dudley Council earlier 
this year showed around £1.5m in council 
housing rent was owed by tenants across the 
borough — up by 29 per cent on 2012/13. Sixty 
council tenants were evicted between April 1, 
2014 and December 31, 2014 after falling be¬ 
hind on payments. 

The council needs to make savings of £22.9m 
in 2015/16, moving up to £25.3m by 2016/17 
and £27.4m by 2017/18. But the council has 
warned it faces a deficit of approaching £30m 
by 2017/18 if additional savings are not found. 

More than 130 jobs will be axed by Dudley 
Council in a bid to cut costs. 

The council is looking to make 134 voluntary 
and two compulsory redundancies in 2015/16. 
Council leaders said they had worked to keep 
compulsory redundancies to a minimum. 

It follows the loss of more than 700 posts dur¬ 
ing the previous four years. 

Cost-cutting proposals include plans to turn 
off some street lights after midnight, saving 
£100,000 by 2018.

Presenter Dorrie Hall said: “Eccles and 
Tellie are enjoying meeting our Little Zoo 
Keepers and school children and the visitors 
love finding out more about these fascinating 
creatures.” 

Eccles and Tellie, arrived at the zoo last 
year and got their names from their taxo¬ 
nomic title, Echinops telfairi. 

Dorrie added: “They are nocturnal crea¬ 
tures but are very active when they are

Meanwhile, Dudley Zoo’s recent Onesie 
Walk has been hailed a roaring success after 
pulling in £5,000 for animal conservation. 

Proceeds from the second annual walk 
will be split equally between the zoo’s own 
schemes and 21st Century Tiger, a charity 
which supports tigers in the wild. 

More than 270 people wearing animal one¬ 
sie outfits took part in the event.

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Move to downgrade new fire station 
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KINVER Fire Station could be 
stripped of emergency cover just 
months after it reopened following a 
£1.9 million rebuild. 

The move is part of radical cost-sav¬ 
ing plans that would see crews no 
longer respond to 999 calls from 
Kinver. The station would lose its 
fire engines, while crews would focus 
solely on community matters such as 
carrying out home safety checks and 
offering fire safety advice. 

It comes just months after work to 
rebuild the station at a cost of £1.9m 
in Fairfield Drive was completed. 


Kinver is among 18 fire stations in 
Staffordshire that could be affected 
by the plans which bosses say will 
help them save more than £4m. 

Fifteen stations, seen as the most 
important in the county, have been 
ring-fenced from changes. 

The proposals are for emergency 
cover to be removed from 18 fire sta¬ 
tions and will see the number of en¬ 
gines reduced from 42 at 33 stations 
to 15 engines at 15 stations across the 
region. 

The plan has been criticised by 
South Staffordshire MP Gavin Wil¬ 


liamson, who said affected stations 
would become little more than ‘glori¬ 
fied community centres’. 

Councillors in Kinver have also 
been alarmed by the plans for their 
village station. 

It was just four months ago that 
the sparkling new fire station was 
shown off at an open day, replacing 
the outdated building which had 
served the village for more than half 
a century. 

The modern complex appeared to 
signal a bright future for the Kin¬ 
ver crew but the revelation that fire 


engines may no longer respond from 
the station has sparked concern in 
the village. 

Brian Edwards, who represents the 
village on South Staffordshire Coun¬ 
cil, said: “It is still early days. It is just 
a suggestion but quite honestly, to 
spend what has been spent on doing 
that and then to not use it for emer¬ 
gencies is totally ridiculous. That’s 
my point of view. We would need to 
rely on Stourbridge from West Mid¬ 
lands or Wombourne.” 

Councillor Edwards said he would 
put his concerns to fire service bosses. 


New naming 
ceremonies 
alternative 
to religion 

A REGISTER office has started staging 
naming ceremonies for newborns. 

The events at the Dudley office are 
also becoming popular as a way of em¬ 
bracing adopted children or stepchildren 
into families. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for corporate and customer services, 
said: “The ceremonies are for parents 
who want to celebrate and welcome their 
child into the world, but want an alter¬ 
native to a religious event. 

“They can choose music, words to be 
read out - the event can be tailored to 
whatever people want. 

“It’s a real family-friendly celebration 
where everyone can take an active part.” 

Grandparents 

During the ceremony, parents, grand¬ 
parents and other relatives and friends 
can make promises to the child. 

Parents can share why they chose a 
particular name for their child and gifts 
can be presented. 

Councillor Foster added: “These cere¬ 
monies are a chance for parents, grand¬ 
parents and friends to contribute to 
welcoming the little one into the world, 
all in the beautiful setting of Priory Hall. 

“They are also a way for people who 
have adopted a child to officially wel¬ 
come them into their family. Or for 
people who have re-married to welcome 
stepchildren.” 

Although the ceremony has no legal 
effect, a certificate is issued as a keep¬ 
sake and record of the event. 

Raiders make off 
with pet supplies 

THOUSANDS of pounds worth of pet 
supplies have been stolen from a shop in 
Netherton. 

Among the goods taken from Ted’s 
Pet Supplies in Halesowen Road were 
leads, collars, shampoo, treatments and 
toys. 

Clare Worton, who runs the shop, 
said: “We are devastated. “We are a 
small family firm which struggles at the 
best of times but this has really demor¬ 
alised us.” 

Clare’s husband Mark discovered the 
break-in when he went to open the shop 
up on May 25 and found that the prem¬ 
ises had been ransacked.

Apartments will not 
share killer's name 

A RETIREMENT home complex 
has been renamed after develop¬ 
ers realised the original proposal 
shared its name with a murderer 
who struck in the village. 

McCarthy & Stone’s Hagley devel¬ 
opment, which will be completed this 
year, had been advertised as Miller 
Court after Sanderson Miller who de¬ 
signed nearby Hagley Hall. 

But it sparked memories of Victor Miller 
who in 1988 kidnapped and murdered local 
paper-boy Stuart Gough, aged 14. 

The development of 44 apartments has 
been renamed Sanderson Court in memory 
of the architect. 

It is 27 years since Stuart was kid¬ 
napped on his paper round and killed by 
warehouseman Miller. Stuart had been a 
student at Haybridge High School and was 
snatched by Miller, of Penn Fields, on Jan¬ 
uary 17, 1988. Stuart’s body was found 50 
miles from his home in a wood near Led¬ 
bury, Herefordshire, two weeks later. 

Discovery 

The killer led police to the body. He ad¬ 
mitted murder and was sentenced to life. 

Gene Shaw, who has lived in Hagley 
for 30 years, said receiving the advert for 
Miller Court had brought back bad mem¬ 
ories. She said: “It was horrible what that 
horrible man did.” 

Mrs Shaw’s husband Gordon had been 
the chairman of the local community as¬ 
sociation while Stuart’s father Geoff had 
been the president. Geoff Gough died in 
2013 aged 82. He threw himself into com¬ 
munity work in gratitude for the support 
of villagers and in 2005 was given an MBE. 

Mrs Shaw, 70, said she was delighted the 
name had been changed. 

Stuart’s mother Jean Gough, aged 71, 
still lives in the village. She was not aware 
of the development but was pleased they 
had decided to rename it. “ I am happy they 
have changed the name and I would like 
to thank whoever it was that got in touch 
with the developers,” she said. 

Gill Sabin, sales and marketing direc¬ 
tor for McCarthy & Stone, said: “We are 
pleased to unveil our new name, which 
has now been confirmed by Bromsgrove 
District Council and still reflects the rich 
culture and history of the the local area.”

Wait nearly over for new cafe in park

THIS is the vision for a cafe being cre¬ 
ated as part of a £3.1 million revamp 
of Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens Park. 

Building work is well under way at 
the park ahead of the cafe’s opening 
this summer. 

An artist’s impression, drawn by 
volunteer Evie Davenport, shows how 
an old print room and office in the tea 
rooms, previously used by council 
staff, will be transformed. 

The work will include cladding 
the outside of the building to make 
it more attractive, introducing new 
large glazed doors and windows in 


the roof to flood the space with light. 
Some changes have been made to the 
design including the addition of an 
access ramp not shown in the image. 

The tea gardens will also be re¬ 
turned to their former glory, through 
the restoration of the existing steps 
and balustrades and improvements 
to the paths. There will also space for 
outdoor seating for the cafe. 

Senior heritage park ranger Deb¬ 
orah Merrick said the project was 
progressing well and it was hoped the 
cafe would open in time for the school 
summer holidays. 


Improvements will also be made to 
the Heath Pool, to include a viewing 
platform and the renovation of both 
the war memorial and bandstand. 

The main Grade-II listed gates will 
be restored following a campaign by 
residents and councillors. A ‘graffiti 
shelter’ for teenagers will also be re¬ 
stored. It provides a display area for 
‘the creative production’ of graffiti 
within the park. 

A grant for the scheme has been 
awarded by the Heritage Lottery 
Funding. The Friends of Mary Ste¬ 
vens Park group have been consulted. 


Traders facing nervous 
wait before latest march 


MARKET traders in Dudley are de¬ 
termined that it will be business as 
usual on Saturday when a far-right 
group descends on the town for a 
protest march. 

The march by the All Football Firms/Fans 
March Against Islamisation group takes place 
from 1pm. 

Chairman of Dudley Market Traders’ Associ¬ 
ation Len Lenihan said they had confidence in 
the police plans to protect the town and wanted 
to carry on as normal. 

“We haven’t opened the last two times be¬ 
cause of the numbers of people the two groups 
were expected to bring. But these numbers 
never materialised,” he said. “This latest group 
is not as established so we do not believe they 
pose a threat.” 

A petition signed by more than 60 business 
owners against the march, which will be the 
third such protest in the town since February, 
has been presented to council bosses. 

Some shopkeepers have decided to close, say¬ 
ing they need to protect themselves and their 
stores. But a large number have confidence in 
police and council plans to protect the town’s 
shops on the day. 

Tony Swannie, owner of indoor market Plaza 
Mall, told a meeting that many were too afraid 
to open. Many were concerned because they 
didn’t know for sure how many people would 
be marching - although police have dismissed 
reports of more than 2,000. He said: “I will try 
and open Plaza Mall. It didn’t work last time. 
Most of them are scared to open. No matter 
how much encouragement I gave them, even 
offering them rent free, they didn’t want to 
risk it.” 

Dave Carter, new co-owner of the Arcade 
Toyshop, said he was prepared to open but 
added: “One of the things that concerns me is 
that we have just had our insurance policy and 
we are not covered for civil disobedience.” 

Police say they can manage the march. A 
counter march is also planned. 

The All Football Firms/Fans March Against 
Islamisation group insists it is not coming to 
cause trouble. In a statement the group said: 
“We are not a bunch of thugs, Nazis or racists. 
We are not coming to Dudley to cause trou¬ 
ble or distress, we are coming to have our say 
against the slow but steady Islamisation of the 
country. I would strongly stress to the local 
traders that they need not close up, we could 
even increase their custom for the day.”

Police concern over further cuts 


WEST Midlands Police could face 
extra cuts of £26 million, the equiv¬ 
alent to 500 officers, senior officers 
are warning. 

Bosses fear they could be asked to 
cut between two and five per cent of 
their overall budget when Chancellor 
George Osborne reveals the details of 
his post-election budget in July. The 
savings come on top of the need to 
cut £120m over the next four years. 


Mike Williams, chief financial 
officer at the Office of the West 
Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, said he had ‘intelligence’ that 
the Treasury was looking at a further 
cut to the Home Office. 

He also warned that civil servants 
are ‘closely looking at’ the amount of 
cash forces are holding in reserves. 

West Midlands Police last year 
spent £7m of its reserves to support 


frontline services, including recruit¬ 
ing 450 officers. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims told 
the Strategic Policing and Crime 
Board he had concerns over further 
cuts. He said: “I would be concerned 
about other police forces and other 
partners. If we get five per cent, local 
authorities will get five per cent and 
there is a ripple effect. I am con¬ 
cerned about what happens.” 


West Midlands Police is already 
looking to axe up to 2,500 officers 
over four years. That could rise to 
3,000 if further cuts are announced 
in Mr Osborne’s first budget in a 
Conservative Government. 

Mr Williams said: “I learnt through 
various intelligence that we could be 
looking at a two to five per cent re¬ 
duction.” The Treasury would not 
comment on budget ‘speculation’. 


I KNOW little about football and even 
less about Fifa. But it’s not hard to under¬ 
stand why Fifa is revered in some parts 
of the world. Fifa gives them lots of mon¬ 
ey. To us in the affluent, oh-so-principled 
West, handing out dosh stinks of corrup¬ 
tion. But across half the world’s surface, 
that is simply how business is done: I want 
your support, so here’s a little present. And 
while we in the developed world may gasp 
in horror at such practices, let’s not forget 
that the worst financial crisis this planet 
has ever seen was caused by smart West¬ 
erners in expensive suits who would nev¬ 
er dream of paying a bribe but siphoned 
off billions from honest little investors and 
caused more anguish in a few weeks than 
Fifa has caused in 100 years. When the 
Third World looks to the West for inspira¬ 
tion, what sort of example does it see? 

THE report on appalling cruelty to grey¬ 
hounds in Australia is horrifying but you 
don’t have to go all the way to Oz to find 
it. Every year in Britain thousands of grey¬ 
hounds, having reached the end of their 
career or failed to win races, are alleged¬ 
ly slaughtered or abandoned. Estimates 
vary between 4,000 and 12,000 healthy 
dogs killed every year. In the United States 
greyhound racing has been outlawed in 39 
states. Over here, the governing body, 
the Greyhound 
Board of Great 
Britain, says it 
is “committed 
to working to 
raise stand¬ 
ards of care still 
further.” The 
League Against 
Cruel Sports 
denounces the 
rules as “little more than a crook’s charter” 
and continues the fight, doggedly. 

CLIMATE change is taking the place of 
religion and, like all religions, does not deal 
in half measures; there is only right and 
wrong, good and evil, heaven and hell. But 
real life is shades of grey. Scientists in Af¬ 
rica report that a rise in greenhouse gases 
has actually increased rainfall south of the 
Sahara. The droughts are over. The land 
has blossomed. The people can at last 
feed themselves. For them (and for how 
many millions of others?) climate change 
is a change for the better. 

“RUBBER” is not the only word which 
causes confusion between Brits and Yanks 
(and thanks for all your contributions on 
the subject). I am reminded of a moment’s 
confusion some years ago on a trip to the 
Deep South with a company of English TA 
soldiers, one of whom asked a trooper of 
the Arkansas National Guard if he’d like a 
fag. We almost had a diplomatic incident.

More towpaths being 
upgraded for cyclists

CANAL towpaths across 
the Black Country will be

The ‘Managing Short Trips’ pro¬ 
ject is being carried out by public 
transport co-ordinator Centro in 
partnership with the Canal and 
River Trust and councils in Dudley, 
Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. Money for the scheme has been 
provided through a growth fund 
which supports projects that benefit 
the local economy. 

Areas of canal towpath forming 
part of national cycle route 81 run¬ 
ning from Aberystwyth to Wolver¬ 
hampton will be improved.

Councillor Roger Lawrence, chair 
of the West Midlands Integrated 
Transport Authority, said: “We have 
already seen great improvements to 
walking and cycling facilities in our 
area through the Smart Network, 
Smarter Choices project and this 
scheme will really allow us to build 
on that. 

“This funding will help us breathe 
new life into some of the canal tow- 
paths, some of which date back 
to the 18th century, and improve 
routes for people travelling by bike 
or on foot.” 

A section of national cycle net¬ 
work 54 at Pensnett Trading Estate 
in Kingswinford will also be refur¬ 
bished as part of the project, as will 
part of route five, which runs from 
Reading to Holyhead, at Smethwick. 

A canal towpath route from Wal¬ 
sall town centre to Midland Road 
will be established and new links 
to Moseley Park in Wolverhampton 
will be created. 

The Canal and River Trust has 
welcomed work which will see more 
than 16 miles of towpath improved.

A THUG from Dudley who terrified 
a woman motorist in a road rage in¬ 
cident has been locked up for seven 
months. 

The woman drove into trouble 
when Karl Johnson was forced to 
brake sharply as she pulled out in 
front of him at a junction in Long 
Lane, Halesowen. 

The victim feared her car was going 
to be rammed as the furious 28-year- 
old followed, tailgating her vehicle for 
some distance before he overtook her 
and forced an emergency stop. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that on April 19 father-of-three John¬ 
son - who had a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence hanging over him for possession 
of a machete - got out of his vehicle, 
threatened to strangle the woman and 
told her: ‘You are going to die’. 

Kicked 

He kicked her car, damaging the 
bodywork, as she tried unsuccessfully 
to drive away. 

Miss Samantha Crabb, defending, 
conceded that Johnson was com¬ 
pletely in the wrong. 

Johnson, from Buffery Road, Dud¬ 
ley, pleaded guilty to both using 
threatening words and behaviour and 
causing criminal damage. 

He was jailed for eight weeks with 
a further 20 weeks added to the cus¬ 
todial term due to the suspended 
sentence order he had breached by 
committing a further offence. 

Six arrested in 
tax frauds probe 

SIX people, including three from the 
Black Country, have been arrested by 
customs officers on suspicion of tax 
fraud. 

HM Revenue and Customs officers 
arrested the four men and one woman 
on last week. 

The alleged self-assessment tax 
fraud totals £200,000 and the cases 
are not connected. 

Those arrested are a 36-year-old 
man from Wolverhampton who vol¬ 
untarily gave himself up at a po¬ 
lice station, a 44-year-old man from 
Stourbridge, a 32-year-old man from 
Dudley, a 36-year-old man and a 
31-year-old woman from Birmingham 
and a 32-year-old man from Dorches¬ 
ter, Dorset. 

The six people were questioned and 
are bailed until December 3.

Thousands face losing their home 


MORE than 5,000 homes across six areas of the 
West Midlands faced either repossession or having 
their tenants evicted in the past year. 

And one in 74 people in Sandwell alone are under 
threat of losing their home through eviction or re¬ 
possession, new figures have shown. 

Sandwell is the area most at risk with 1,652 
claims for repossession or eviction with Wolver¬ 
hampton close behind, where one in every 93 prop¬ 
erties is under threat. There are 1,096 claims for 
eviction or repossession in Wolverhampton in the 
last year. 

Housing charity Shelter compiled the figures re¬ 
vealing 840 people across the West Midlands were 
put at risk of losing their home every week. 


In an analysis of statistics from the Ministry of 
Justice, the charity identified how many people are 
at risk of eviction and repossession. 

Dudley had 941 cases of repossession or eviction 
claims - one for every 138 homes. 

In Walsall it was 791 cases or one in 136. Wyre 
Forest had 411 claims, one in every 105 homes and 
in Cannock Chase it was 262 cases or one in 155 
homes at risk. 

Staggering 

Alison Mohammed, Shelter’s director of services, 
said: “These staggering figures show just how many 
people are fighting to keep their families in their 
homes. 


“And this is after dealing with the double blow 
of welfare cuts and a drastic shortage of affordable 
housing. 

“We’re doing everything we can to give advice and 
support to anyone who faces losing the roof over 
their heads. 

“But the Government must also play its part by 
putting a stop to further cuts to the safety net which 
helps ordinary families stay in their homes.” 

The figures were based on the total number of 
possession claims issued in county courts between 
April 2014 and the end of March 2015. 

This was then compared with the number of 
households in the area recorded in the 2011 Census. 


Problems due to booze 
are worse in Dudley 


THOUSANDS of people are being 
admitted to hospitals across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
because of alcohol, figures reveal. 

And in the Black Country the numbers 
are higher than the average across Eng¬ 
land for 2013/14. 

In Wolverhampton there were 1,566 people 
per 100,000 admitted due to booze, while the 
figures were 1,393 in Sandwell, 1,373 in Dudley 
and 1,321 in Walsall, with 1,105 in Stafford¬ 
shire. The England average is 1,253. 

There also continues to be huge variations 
between the most deprived and the least de¬ 
prived areas - hospital admissions for alco¬ 
hol-related conditions were 55 per cent higher 
in the most deprived. 

The figures also show a drop in the rate of 
hospital admissions due to alcohol among un¬ 
der-18s, which Public Health England said was 
evidence of a continuing decline in young peo¬ 
ple’s harmful drinking. 

Nationally, alcohol-specific hospital admis¬ 
sions for under-18s over the last three years 
are down to 13,725 - a fall of 41 per cent 
against the earliest comparable figures, 22,890 
between 2006 to 2007 and 2008 to 2009. 

Higher 

However, locally under 18s admissions were 
all higher than the national average of 40.1 per 
100,000, apart from Wolverhampton where the 
figure was 34.3. In Dudley it was 45.9, with fig¬ 
ures of 48.8 in Walsall and 43.1 in Sandwell. 

Professor Kevin Fenton, director of health 
and well-being at Public Health England, said: 
“The decline in hospital admissions from al¬ 
cohol for under-18s is promising but current 
levels of harm caused by alcohol remain unac¬ 
ceptably high. 

“This is epecially true within the most de¬ 
prived communities, who suffer the most from 
poor health in general. 

“Much of this harm is preventable and we 
need further action at a national and local level 
to implement the most effective evidence based 
policies. 

“Public Health England will continue to 
provide leadership and support to local areas 
to reduce the devastating harm that alcohol 
can cause to individuals, families and commu¬ 
nities.” 

According to the figures, men in the 55 to 75 
age range are the most likely to be admitted to 
hospital due to alcohol misuse.

No more a 
Brummie 
than I am 
a Scouser 

JERRY Blackett, the chief executive of 
Greater Birmingham Chambers of Com¬ 
merce is one of two things. 

He is either an extremely clever wind¬ 
up merchant - and if so, congratulations 
Sir, you really had me going - or he is 
living proof of why all the talk of devolv¬ 
ing power to the regions will only be bad 
news for the Black Country. 

I suppose the clue lies in the name 
of his organisation, but his latest vision 
of Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
the area known as Sandwell all being 
submerged into a city region known as 
‘Greater Birmingham’ perfectly sums up 
while we should all run for the hills at any 
suggestion of a combined authority for 
the urban West Midlands. 

Explaining his rationale, Mr Blackett 
explains that in years to come the world 
economy may be dominated by 50 tru¬ 
ly international cities. And he fears that 
without annexing its neighbours into the 
great vision, then Birmingham will be left 
behind. 

And what exactly has that got to do 
with us? Look I really don’t have anything 
against Birmingham. 

As I said last week, it is a city which is 
unfairly maligned, and has much to com¬ 
mend it. But, how do I put this delicate¬ 
ly? As a dyed-in-the-wool Black Country 
mon, I have got no particular affinity to it 
either. It is a decent city, but it is not my 
city. I am no more a Brummie than I am a 
Scouser or Scotsman.

It 
might only be 10 or so miles away, but 
culturally, it is a world away from the 
Black Country. 

Nearly 30 years since the end of the last 
failed attempt to force a common identity 
on these very different areas, the unla¬ 
mented West Midlands County Council, it 
seems we haven’t learned a thing. 

If there really is a need for regional gov¬ 
ernment, and I’m far from convinced that 
there is, then it would be better to bring 
together places which are more similar 
in character, and have long-established 
cultural ties. 

For example, Birmingham, Coventry 
and Solihull would be a good fit, as would 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Cannock and 
Stafford. 

Dudley, Stourbridge and Kidderminster 
go together pretty well, and we could call 
these new regions, I dunno, Warwick¬ 
shire, Staffordshire, and Worcestershire. 

To tell the truth, I’m amazed no-one 
has thought of it before. 


RICHARD GUTTRIDGE meets 
up with Ernie Locke, who had 
a knockout surprise when he 
received a mayor’s award 


FOR more than three decades Er¬ 
nie Locke has taken budding young 
boxers under his wing. 

He has guided some away from a path that 
may otherwise have led them into crime, while 
also inspiring those who just wanted to reach 
their full potential as a boxer. 

But as each potential pugilist has moved on 
from Old Hill Boxing Club in Cradley Heath, 
Ernie has remained, practice pads in hand, 
ready to welcome in the next gem in need of 
polishing. His commitment to the sport and 
to helping local youngsters has not gone un¬ 
noticed over the years and now he has been 
recognised for his hard work with the Mayor 
of Sandwell Certificate. 

It was just another night of training at the 
gym, or so he thought, when the Mayor of 
Sandwell along with friends and family arrived 
to give him his award last Tuesday. 

The 74-year-old grandfather admitted he 
was stunned to discover he had been nomi¬ 
nated for recognition. “I am a bit shook up but 
it’s absolutely great,” said Ernie, who lives on 
Royal Oak Road, Rowley Regis. 

Chuffed 

“I was really taken aback, they kept it a sur¬ 
prise for me but now I’ve had some time to 
think about it I am really chuffed.” 

Ernie was put forward for the mayor’s 
award by Jennifer Robinson, whose two sons, 
Aron, aged 19, and Brandon, 15, train at the 
gym. 

Jennifer, 42, of Colley Gate, Halesowen, said 
it was about time Ernie got the recognition he 
deserved. 

“He never asks for anything. He just does 
it for the love of the sport,” she said. “He was 
shell-shocked - he didn’t expect anything like 
that. His face was such a picture, he had no 
idea.” 

Ernie has spent four decades training

youngsters, first at the Talbot Amateur Box¬ 
ing Club in Birmingham, before moving to Old 
Hill, which is based at the Reddal Hill Commu¬ 
nity Centre in Cradley Heath, in 1984. 

The impact that Ernie has on youngsters 
was perhaps best reflected by the appearance 
of Tyler Denny at the ceremony. 

The Rowley Regis prospect trained with 
Ernie in his teenage years and is hoping to 
achieve big things in the sport, having ap¬ 
peared in his first paid fight in Brierley Hill 
last month. 

He returned to the gym with other boxers 
to see his former coach honoured by Sandwell 
mayor Barbara Price. 

Councillor Price said: “It was a pleasure to 
give it to someone like Ernie who has given 
his time over the years. It is all voluntary and 
people like that who give their time should be 
recognised and given something back. It was 


such a shock, he knew nothing about it. He 
didn’t want anything back, he just gives and 
gives. 

“It was thoroughly deserved and was a won¬ 
derful event.” 

His son, also called Ernie, said the role his 
father had played over the years had been 
much more important than that of a coach, 
and that he had left a lasting impression on 
young boxers. 

“He has dedicated 40 years of his life to it 
and 31 have been at Old Hill,” his son said. 

“Rain or shine he is down that gym when¬ 
ever he is needed. He takes all-comers no mat¬ 
ter what background they are from. 

“He has helped turn around the lives of peo¬ 
ple who have been involved in crime, they have 
gone on to get jobs and have got that respect 
back through doing it. 

“He doesn’t take a penny. If anything he 


puts money into the club.” His father was 
gripped by boxing from an early age. He boxed 
for his school, Britannia Road in Rowley Regis, 
before joining the boxing club at the Mitchells 
and Butlers brewery during the 1950s. It is a 
tradition 

that has stayed in his family. His son Ernie 
was a professional boxer in the Midlands, ap¬ 
pearing in around 50 fights, and now grandson 
Kieran has joined his club eager to learn skills 
from the master. 

Ernie, who has eight grandchildren, admits 
he is still enjoying it, even if he can’t move 
around quite as fast as he used to. 

“I am still enjoying it. It’s a bit difficult at 
my age but I still enjoy the match making and 
I still get in with the lads now and again,” he 
said. “I have enjoyed every minute of it and all 
the coaches who have worked with me have 
been good lads.”

Dedicated wolves fan 
Joseph dies aged 13

A WOLVES Fan of the Year 
who won the heart of captain 
Danny Batth has died sud¬ 
denly at the age of 13. 

Joseph Thompson from Pensnett 
suffered from Duchenne Muscular 
Distrophy, a muscle-wasting disease 
that left him wheelchair-bound. He 
died on Thursday after suffering a 
heart attack. 

The youngster, whose condition lim¬ 
ited his movement and couldn’t move 
his legs, had been admitted to hospi¬ 
tal in Stoke on the Sunday before his 
death. 

Joseph idolised Wolverhampton 
Wanderers Football Club and was well 
known to the players and management 
after regularly meeting the team coach 
at away matches. 

Wolves say they are planning a sig¬ 
nificant presence at the youngster’s 
funeral. 

Joseph won a standing ovation from 
more than 600 people at the club’s end 
of season awards dinner when he was 
voted the Express & Star’s Wolves fan 
of the Year in 2014. 

Family 

When he won the award, he hadn’t 
missed a game for four years before 
being taken ill in March following a 
minibus crash which left him in inten¬ 
sive care in Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. When he was well enough to 
attend a game again, the club treated 
Joseph and his family - all Wolves fans 
- to a trip to Molineux and they organ¬ 
ised seats in an executive box, from 
where they saw the 3-0 win against 
Sheffield Wednesday on March 17. 

Joseph travelled with his father 
Jason to every game, despite opera¬ 
tions, which left him needing a colos¬ 
tomy bag and metal rods in his spine. 

His father had taken Jason to 
his first Wolves game, a pre-season 


friendly against Athletic Bilbao, and 
then to every game that followed as 
the youngster became smitten by 
Wolves. His father, who works as 
an upholstery supervisor in Telford, 
said the youngster had even attended 
training sessions. 

Watching Wolves became a family 


affair for the Thompsons, with father 
and son often joined by Joseph’s sister 
Chloe and mother Jackie, a supervisor 
at Russell’s Hall Hospital. 

Brierley Hill-based Batth was Jo¬ 
seph’s favourite. He had one of Batth’s 
Wolves shirts, that the defender gave 
him after a match, above his bed.

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11,000 days 
are being 
lost to bed 
blockers 


THE bed blocking crisis plaguing hospitals 
across the West Midlands is getting worse, 
latest figures have revealed. 

Patients are spending more than 11,000 days in 
beds when they should have been discharged in a 
single month. A total of 11,248 days were lost to bed 
blockers in March, an increase of more than 1,000 
on December, which was seen as a particularly busy 


month. 

In Wolverhampton the 
number more than doubled 
to 1,740, while there were 
984 at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall, 859 at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham trust and 
50 in Walsall. 

The Wolverhampton 
figure was up from 877 in 
December, while Dudley’s 
went up from 955. 

But Walsall’s figure has 
dropped from 263. 

Reasons for the hold-ups 
include waiting for beds to 
become available in care 
homes and delays in pa¬ 
tients’ houses being fitted 
with equipment such as 
rails and stairlifts. 

Referrals 

It was previously revealed 
that 10,000 days had been 
lost to bed blockers in De¬ 
cember and at the time 
health chiefs had argued 
that month was their busi¬ 
est time of year. 

But in many cases the 
problem has now got even 
worse, as the new figures 
show. 

Paula Clark, chief exec¬ 
utive at the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
explained: “Delays in dis¬ 
charge inevitably have an 
impact on capacity and our 
ability to admit more poorly 
patients, especially emer-

gency patients, to a hospital 
bed. 

“Almost two thirds of the 
delays in March related to 
patients whose transfer or 
discharge was waiting for an 
assessment to be completed. 

This includes assessment 
by social care professionals 
to identify a patient’s future 
care needs and the most 
appropriate setting for that 
care.” 

Gwen Nuttall, chief op¬ 
erating officer of The Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust, 
said: “We have seen an in¬ 
crease in our delays in dis¬ 
charging. 

“This is predominantly 
as a result of an increase in 
referrals to social care with 
patients waiting for assess¬ 
ments or allocations. 

“The trust liaises reg¬ 
ularly with social care 
partners across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire 
to minimise delays. 

“We are also encouraging 
the principal of ‘home first’ 
from our clinical teams for 
patients and families - as we 
know many patients wish to 
return home after illness. 
This will help reduce delays 
in hospital.”

Talk is just 
sweet from 
chocolatier 

MyTime Over Fifties 


MEMBERS and visitors 
were given a delicious talk 
by chocolatier Jackie Smith. 

She and her husband Alan 
have their own company 
Nova Chocolates and both 
are passionate about pro¬ 
ducing high class chocolate. 

Alan acted as assistant, 
distributing samples, after 
Jackie had explained how 
to dissolve the cholcolate 
slowly against the roof of 
the mouth to release its fla¬ 
vours. 

Jackie gave a very inform¬ 
ative talk on the history of 
chocolate, going back to the 
Amazon Basin where there 
are records of the Mayan 
people using the cacao bean 
as far back as 1500BC. 

Beans were used for cu¬ 
linary, medicinal and cer¬ 
emonial purposes. Women 
prepared the drink but 
only men drank it, as it was 
apparently too strong for 
women and children. 

Cacao was introduced into 
Europe when Mayans were 
taken to the court of King 
Phillip of Spain in 1544. The 
drink spread slowly over the 
rest of Europe where work 
progressed in transforming 
the bitter drink to today’s 
chocolate block. 

Everyone listened to the 
health benefits of chocolate, 
but only if taken in modera¬ 
tion and as part of a healthy 
and diverse diet.

Bully foundation aid for 
hospital in the right vein 


HIS goals for Wolves got fans’ blood 
flowing for over a decade and now 
Steve Bull is helping shine a light on 
the veins which carried it. 

Through his charitable foundation 
the club’s all-time leading goalscorer 
has presented staff at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital with a state-of- 
the-art ‘vein finder’. 

The device shines LED light on to 
a patient’s skin illuminating veins 
which can otherwise be difficult 
for nurses and doctors to find. It is 
hoped the kit, which will be used 
in the hospital’s A&E department, 
will prevent patients having bruises 
from where staff have needed sev¬ 
eral attempts to gain access. 

Bully said: “This has given me a 
bit of peace of mind. When my mum 
and dad have had to use Russells 
Hah they had to have needles and 
they would sometimes come back 


with bruises in their arms. I was to 
keen to help with a way of getting 
around that and this kind of equip¬ 
ment can do that. 

“When people get older you can¬ 
not see their veins so well so this 
should be a massive thing for a fan¬ 
tastic hospital.” 

Match 

The £4,000 device was donated by 
the Steve Bull Foundation from cash 
raised last year in a charity football 
match between staff from the A&E 
department and the hospital’s IT 
staff. The hospitals’ fundraising 
team are holding a similar game at 
Stourbridge Football Club on Sep¬ 
tember 27 and are hoping a team of 
Wolves legends will take part. 

Margaret Chawro, also part of the 
team, said the vein finder will also 
benefit those who are ‘needle shy’.

A CANALSIDE housing estate on the site of a 
former glassworks is halfway completed and 
some residents have already moved in.

“They are talking about 
the great schools which are 
nearby and the ease of ac¬ 
cess to the countryside. Just 
five minutes down the canal 
and you are into an area 
which is great for cycling or 
running. 

“We have had people of ah 
ages and it has ranged from 
first time buyers to down- 
sizers and everyone in the 
middle.” 

Properties on the estate 
off Argyle Close range from 
23 two-bed apartments 
starting at £129,750 to 14 
four-bed detached homes 
going for up to £334,750. 

Many of the homes have a 
direct view of the canal. 

Mrs Wild added: “People 
like the idea that the area 
is being developed, even if 
they themselves won’t be 
living in the new homes. 

“A lot of the existing 
properties nearby used to 
back onto vacant land but 
now they will back onto our 
homes and I think they feel 
more secure with that. 

“The advice I would give 
to anyone interested would 
be to get a move on.

Passionate Butterfly takes flight 
for Northern Ballet's rare visit 


Madame Butterfly, Perpetuum Mobile, 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 

A RARE visit to the West Midlands by 
Leeds-based Northern Ballet was warmly 
appreciated by dance fans. 

This melodrama danced to music by Puc¬ 
cini, choreographed by the company’s direc¬ 
tor David Nixon OBE, has been a mainstay 
for Northern Ballet for more than a decade. 

The parasol-toting little maid geishas 
made me fear a Japanese ‘twee’ ceremony 
but I was won over by the pain and sor¬ 
row expressed by Rachael Gillespie as 
the wronged Butterfly, abandoned by her 
American naval officer lover. Gillespie and 
Javier Torres, as the faithless Pinkerton,

Amphitheatre 
plan for gardens 

AN OUTDOOR theatre is set to be built in 
the heart of Dudley as part of a fl.lmillion 
overhaul of Coronation Gardens. 

Dudley Council has announced it will 
begin work on the project hailed as the next 
stage of the town centre’s multi-million 
pound regeneration. 

Restoration work will also see water re¬ 
turn to the historic Apollo Fountain for the 
first time in decades, as well as new lighting, 
paths, trees and seating. 

The work is being carried out with money 
from the European Regional Development 
Fund and is due to be completed this au¬ 
tumn. The amphitheatre will be available 
to hire for community groups for open-air 
shows. The gardens are opposite the Coun¬ 
cil House in Priory Road, part of the town’s 
Civic Quarter. 


3,000 hate crimes are reported 
across region in just one year 


HATE crime is at its highest level in 
six years across the West Midlands, 
according to new figures. 

There were more than 3,000 crimes with a 
racist or discriminatory element in the past year 
- the highest since 2008/09. 

Eighty-three per cent were racially motivated. 
Of the remaining crimes, just under nine per 
cent were homophobic, just over four per cent 
were religious, 2.2 per cent related to disability. 

There were 55 crimes perceived to be anti-Is- 
lamic, 14 crimes were anti-Semitic, and 28 were 
believed to be due to mobility impairment. 


Deputy Police and Crime Commissioner 
Yvonne Mosquito said she was ‘saddened’ by 
the rise. 

She said: “I must say I am saddened that we 
have seen this rise but, on the other hand, if it 
means more people are coming forward and re¬ 
porting it because they have confidence in the 
police, then that is a good thing.” 

Chief constable Chris Sims said he believed 
West Midlands Police had better recording of 
crimes than other forces. 

Police and Crime Commissioner David Jamie¬ 
son said: “I am pleased that the police are iden¬ 


tifying more hate crime and responding to it 
robustly. 

“The public should have confidence that the 
police take these crimes very seriously. 

“The West Midlands is a diverse and vibrant 
region where people from different backgrounds 
get on and live together peacefully. Hate crimes 
undermine that spirit and won’t be tolerated.” 

There were 23 murders during 2014/15, the 
lowest since 2002 and half that recorded in 
2002/03 and 2004/05. 

No murder was committed during 2014-15 
with a firearm.

George's medicine 
is hard to swallow 



WE don’t have to have an 
elected mayor if we don’t 
want one - although it’s a bit 
like telling a hungry person 
they don’t have to eat food. 

George Osborne met with coun¬ 
cil leaders from across the West 
Midlands to talk about devolu¬ 
tion and the looming prospect of a 
combined authority. 

But there are two elephants in the 
room. First the name Greater Bir¬ 
mingham, which Sandwell Council 
leader Darren Cooper is adamant is 
off the table. 

Although try telling that to the 
chambers of commerce for whom it 
rolls easily off the tongue, far more so 
than ‘Midlands Powerhouse’ or ‘en¬ 
gine for growth’, which are the buzz 
phrases used by MPs and the Chan¬ 
cellor. 

Necessary 

The second is a so-called Metro 
Mayor. Mr Osborne thinks it’s nec¬ 
essary to give some accountability to 
powers and funding devolved from 
Whitehall to the West Midlands. 

He said: “The more powers we de¬ 
volve the more there has to be some 
accountability.” 

The Chancellor spoke of decisions 
that affect people locally being made 
locally. A Metro Mayor won’t be im¬ 
posed against people’s will. 

So on the one hand we don’t have 
to have the mayor that would be a 
beefed-up, region-wide version of the 
one Birmingham and Coventry al¬ 
ready rejected if we don’t want it. 

But on the other, if we don’t choose 
to have the elected Metro Mayor,

there’s a chance the government 
won’t hand the combined authority 
‘the full model’ of powers it’s giving 
to places like Manchester. 

George’s marvellous medicine for 
the West Midlands involves giving 
our councils more power and control 
to get the economy moving. But un¬ 
less he’s happy with how our council 
leaders will administer it, it sounds as 
though he’s still going to be holding 
the spoon. 

After less than 10 months in control 
of Walsall Council, Labour have been 
shoved back into opposition. 

The party remains the largest on 
the council with 27 seats while the 
controlling Tories have 25. 

Mike Bird’s Conservatives were 
propelled to power by support from

UKIP and independent councillors. 
Many will question what legitimate 
mandate they have thanks to this 
‘Blukip’ stitch-up. 

But Labour have to accept that the 
numbers were not on their side. 

I’ve added up the votes cast across 
the borough in the council elections 
and the Tories came out on top. 

There were 45,461 ballot papers 
where people chose the Conservatives, 
compared with 43,115 for Labour. 

Those figures only translated into a 
handful of extra seats for the Tories 
while their majority in the Parliamen¬ 
tary seat of Aldridge Brownhills was 
reduced. 

The simple truth is more people 
wanted the Conservatives than La¬ 
bour on May 7.

No need for hard sell, this wonderful

WHILE walking down a narrow, 
shaded alleyway in Essaouira’s 
historic Medina, I am immedi¬ 
ately drawn to a shop covered in 
colourful painted ceramic plates. 

I approach with caution. This is Mo¬ 
rocco, after all, the place where, I’m 
told, you’re hassled by overzealous 
traders demanding you part with your 
dirhams in exchange for their goods - 
whether you want to or not. 

Gingerly, I start browsing, expecting the 
shopkeeper to pounce on me any second, 
but I’m left well alone. In fact, the only 
sound I’m aware of is a couple of kittens 
play-fighting in the doorway. A four-hour 
drive west from Marrakech, Essaouira has 
always been a popular bolt-on, providing 
much needed respite from the intense pace

of Morocco’s most popular city-break des¬ 
tination. But a new direct four-hour flight 
with easyJet from Luton means tourists can 
bypass the chaos and come straight to this 
sleepy coastal town. 

I’ve based myself at the Sofital Mogador 
Golf and Spa Hotel, a 10-minute drive 
from the centre, with views to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Although elegant and modern, the 
property has many traditional touches. 

But most of the action takes place close 
to the seafront Medina, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site recently used as a film loca¬ 
tion for Game Of Thrones. 

Alongside the tourist-friendly shops, 
selling ceramics, leather goods and carved 
thuya wood furniture, the busy main drag 
is lined with stalls stocking essentials for 
the medina’s full-time residents. The town 


is also packed with traditional houses called 
riads. I duck into the cool courtyard of one 
of these intricately tiled homes for my first 
taste of the country’s most famous drink. 

Also known as the whisky of Morocco 
(but without the booze, obviously), fresh 
mint tea is served in gilt-edged glasses and 
poured from a height to create the all-im¬ 
portant foamy head. 

Legend 

Fishing is Essaouira’s primary industry, 
and fresh seafood stalls can be found all 
along the waterfront. 

At La Chalet de Plage on Avenue Mo¬ 
hammed V, we grab a table on a verandah 
overlooking the sea and order huge platters 
of deliciously salty oysters, meaty prawns, 
sizzling calamari and spiky sea urchins. It’s 
all washed down with glasses of local wine 
(not bad at all), while owner Jeannot tells 
a story about the time Jimi Hendrix paid 


a visit to drink a beer and smoke a joint. 
Everywhere you go in Essaouira, tales of 
the rock legend’s sojourn here in the sum¬ 
mer of 1969 abound. 

Venturing back to the medina after sun¬ 
set, the streets are buzzing as I make my 
way to the Hotel Riad A1 Madina for a taste 
of Gnawa, traditional music. 

A three-piece band plays as percussion¬ 
ists dance into the hotel’s courtyard. Metal 
krakebs and tbal drums beat a frantic 
rhythm and the melody of the lute-like sin¬ 
ter is echoed with chants from the dancers. 

Early the next morning, I head to the 
beach. During the windy season, from April 
to September, Essaouira is a water-sport 
paradise. 

If you enjoy non-stop sunbathing, Es¬ 
saouira’s breezy climate might be off-put¬ 
ting, but for me it’s a small price to pay.

From pyramids to sculptures, students’ work 
goes on show, as NIGEL SLATER explains 


FROM shimmering pyr¬ 
amids of azure blue to 
striking sculptures leap¬ 
ing out from the wall, 
students’ artworks have 
gone on display at the re¬ 
launched Wolverhampton 
School of Art. 

The school was originally 
formed back in 1851 but boss¬ 
es at the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton wanted to relaunch it 


to reaffirm their dedication to 
the subject. 

Also part of the celebrations is 
the two-month ArtsFest, which 
celebrates the city’s artistic history, 
and new creative courses will start 
at the university in September, in¬ 
cluding Graphic Design, Illustration 
and Creative Theatre Technology. 


Dr John Pymm, Dean of the Fac¬ 
ulty of Arts, said relaunching the 
school was important for Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“When the school was first 
launched it made a major impact in 
the city and I think in recent years 
we have lost the importance of 
what the original school had,” he 
said. 

“So we want this relaunch to help 
to go back to our roots and say 
how important it was for us. That 
is what we are trying to do with this 
relaunch. 

Excitement 

“There’s been a real sense of ex¬ 
citement and expectancy as we’ve 
planned not just the launch but the 
whole concept behind the school. 

“This is an auspicious moment 
for us to reclaim our heritage. 

“We’re living in a period where 
there’s been an enormous revival of 
interest in the past, especially our 
own past.” 

The launch event also saw the 
unveiling of a portrait of Sir Charles 
Wheeler, a famous artist from Cod- 
sail who became the first sculptor 
to hold the Presidency of the Royal 
Academy. 

Fie opened the current School of 
Art building, on the university cam¬ 
pus, back in 1970. 

He died aged 82 in 1974 and his 
portrait will be on display at Wol¬ 
verhampton Art Gallery.

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Focus getting even better

Every once in a while, a car is 
launched that instantly makes 
all of its rivals look stupid and 
old. Ford pulled off that particu¬ 
lar trick back in 1998, when it 
launched the Mk 1 Focus. The 
way it drove was a revelation, 
and now we are on the fourth in¬ 
carnation. 

Ford has subtly tweaked the han¬ 
dling, making changes to the suspen¬ 
sion to improve the ride and slightly 
lightening the steering. As a result, it’s 
a better long-distance travelling com¬ 
panion. 

The engine range has also been much re¬ 
vised. Let’s start with petrol power. Though 
at the foot of the range, it’s still possible to 
get the old-tech 1.6-litre Ti-VCT unit in 85, 
105 and 125PS guises, the mainstream 
petrol line-up is these days primarily based 
around the brand’s clever 1.0-litre three cyl¬ 
inder turbo EcoBoost unit, offered with ei¬ 
ther 100 or 125PS. 

Above that now sits a 1.5-litre EcoBoost 
unit, offered with either 150 or 182PS. Eco¬ 
Boost technology is also used in the hot 
hatch models, with a 2.0-litre 250PS unit 
used in the Focus ST and a 2.3-litre 320PS 
powerplant used in the top Focus RS. 

Those in search of a diesel have a choice 
between the old-tech 1.6-litre TDCi units, of¬ 
fering either 95 or 115PS. Or newtech 1,5-li- 


tre TDCi engines offering either 95 or 120PS. 
Make sure you know what you’re getting. 
Above these, there’s an uprated 150PS 2.0-li- 
tre TDCi unit, also offered in 185PS guise to 
Focus ST buyers. Otherwise, the only other 
option is the intriguing Focus Electric model 
which uses a combination of a 107KW elec¬ 
tric motor and a 23kW lithium-ion battery to 
deliver a useful 142PS and 250Nm of torque. 
Many will baulk at the restricted 100-mile 
driving range though. 

Distinctive 

It’s only when you put this improved Fo¬ 
cus next to the original third generation ver¬ 
sion that you realise just how much more 
expensive this model looks. The most ob¬ 
vious change is the addition of an Aston 
Martin-style trapezoidal front grille, there to 
give the front end a more distinctive look also 
emphasised by subtle chrome detailing and 
these slimmer, smarter front headlights and 
re-styled foglamps. 

The interior has also been given a seri¬ 
ous once-over. The fascia design is more 
intuitive, that button-strewn centre stack and 
steering wheel being tidied up considerably. 
The black satin trim and chrome detailing 
contribute to a cleaner aesthetic too. Many 
of the controls are now marshalled by the 
SYNC 2 high-resolution, 8in colour touch 
screen system. This includes voice control 
for ‘easier’ access to audio, navigation, cli¬ 
mate control and compatible mobile phones. 
One thing that’s undoubtedly an improve¬ 
ment is practicality. The centre storage con¬ 
sole offers more space as well as a new slid¬ 
ing, integrated armrest, accommodating a 
variety of bottles and cups with the capacity

to simultaneously hold a litre water bottle 
and a 400ml cup. 

It’s actually quite hard to know where to 
start when trying to explain the Focus mod¬ 
el range to an unfamiliar buyer. It is, after 
all, so vast. Still, we’ll do our best. The sim¬ 
plest aspect is the availability of just two 
bodystyles, a five-door hatch or, for a mod- 
el-for-model premium of around £1,100, a 
smartly-styled estate option. Most of the 
mainstream petrol variants offer the option 


of automatic transmission too. It’s the un- 
der-the-bonnet issues though, that require 
Focus buyers to really know the ropes 
when it comes to the selection process. 
Let me explain why. 

‘Focus’ is the world’s best selling global 
nameplate - with good reason. Flas any 
car had more of an impact on modern era 
motoring than the Ford Focus?

Pretender 
flexing its 
muscles

‘Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown,’ 
according to Shakespeare’s Henry IV and an 
odd way to start a car test, you might think, 

But the sentiment could perhaps apply to the leg¬ 
endary Golf GTi, for so long synonymous with perfor¬ 
mance hatchbacks, now there’s a young pretender 
flexing its considerable muscles. 

It’s the new, fourth generation Polo GTi: a smaller, lighter 
car now with its biggest, most powerful engine under the 
bonnet and quite capable of showing its big brother a clean 
pair of heels in the sprint. 

At £18,850 the new car is competitively priced to thwart 
the ambitions of other manufacturers keen to get their 
hands on the hot hatchback crown by undercutting the Golf, 
with the likes of the Peugeot 208 GTi and the Ford Fiesta ST. 

With its long experience of developing GTis and new en¬ 
gine technology, it’s hardly surprising that VW should pro¬ 
duce a very good, scaled down version based on the latest 
Polo, which first appeared a little over six months ago. 

The flagship Polo has a brand new engine increased in 
size from 1.4 to 1.8 litres which is based on the 2.0 litre tur¬ 
bocharged unit powering its Golf GTI stable mate. Power 
is up from 180 to 192PS but at least as important is the im¬ 
provement in its torque delivery which has such an impact 
on the car’s character and the driving experience. 

For versions fitted with the seven-speed DSG dual clutch 
transmission, you get a whopping 250Nm of torque at just 
1,250rpm, barely above tickover. That’s one of the reasons 
while its 0 to 62mph sprint time of just 6.7 seconds not only 
beats a selection of rivals but also the Golf GTi itself. 

But its about more than just being quick off the mark. The 
outright power plus all that low down torque means the this 
latest Polo GTI feels much more grown up, unruffled and 
effortless to drive, just like its bigger brother. 

Don’t be deceived, though, by this mature veneer. There’s 
still an awful lot of fun to be had and, when it comes to over¬ 
taking, a bit more pressure with the right foot will have you 
pressed back in the sports seat, around dawdling traffic and 
safely back on your side of the road as quickly as anything 
short of a very expensive supercar, 

Seamless 

The DSG transmission obviously adds to the price com¬ 
pared to the six-speed manual but to me it’s worth it. It is so 
quick and seamless it complements both sides of the car’s 
character: relaxed cruising or sportier driving. And you can 
use the up/down paddles behind the steering wheel if you 
want maximum control. 

Despite its potential, the Polo GTi isn’t a thirsty beast and 
in normal driving it shouldn’t be too hard to return some¬ 
thing like the official 47.1 mpg average. If you’re pushing a 
bit harder, though, the mid to high 30s are more likely. 

Compared to other Polos, the GTi gets a sharpened up 
steering system and revised suspension which, while sport¬ 
ingly firm, gives better ride comfort than some of its rivals 
and reduces body roll in the corners. 

It’s a really rewarding car to drive, with a lot going on un¬ 
der the skin, such as the XDS+ system on the front axle. 
Borrowed from the Golf GTi, this complements the standard 
stability and traction control systems by compensating for 
the understeer (tendency to run wide) which is a feature of 
front-wheel drive cars approaching their cornering limits. 

Along with this Polo’s stiffer chassis and uprated suspen¬ 
sion, it helps to give the car a very pleasantly neutral and 
precise feel through the twisty bits. 

While the new Polo is a ‘compact’ GTI, it’s roomier than 
you might think with plenty of space for four if not five in 
comfort. Remember that, like the rest of the new Polo family, 
it’s actually significantly bigger than the first generation Golf. 

It’s equipped to the standards of a range flagship, too, 
with plenty of comfort and sporting touches. 

On the outside there’s the trademark honeycomb grille 
and air intake red brake calipers, glass black door mirror 
housings and big, beefy alloy wheels. 

Inside there’s air conditioning, sports front seats, electric 
windows and door mirrors, a colour touch screen control 
for the multifunction information, communications and au¬ 
dio systems, a steering wheel with remote controls, plus 
chrome, black gloss and stitched leather trim. The Polo has 
features such as automatic stop/start, battery regeneration 
and a cylinder cut-off system which all contribute to the rel¬ 
atively frugal fuel consumption of such a powerful engine. 

In terms of running costs, its C02 rating is 139g/km (VED 
band E, currently £130 per annum), with a 20 per cent BIK 
tax liability for company car drivers.The insurance group is 
29E. It comes with a three year/60,000 mile warranty. While 
the DSG transmission costs more, it is slightly more eco¬ 
nomical with an official 50.4mpg: enough to lower its C02 
rating to 129g/km and therefore reduce your tax bill, too. 

It also has the full range of safety systems, from ABS and 
emergency brake control to an electronic diff lock and multi¬ 
ple airbags. There’s also an automatic distance control. 

The car has an impeccable pedigree and will certainly 
give competitors a run for their money. It’s a car with some¬ 
thing of a split personality: refined and mature for most of 
the time but instantly ready to put a big smile on your face, 
well worthy of a car in the top ranks of hot hatchbacks.

“Possession is a big thing in 
football at the moment,” said 
Edwards, a former defender for 
Wolves and Villa. 

“People might say it’s alright 
having 70 per cent of the posses¬ 
sion but then you lost 1-0. 

“I remember talking to the gaf¬ 
fer about it earlier in the season 
and he said if you have 70 per cent 
of possession you’re going to win 
more games than you lose. 

“And that’s been our theme. 
We’ve aimed to get to around the 
400 passes mark in games, and 
tried to have 40 per cent of posses¬ 
sion in the opposition half.” 

“That’s the key - it’s not posses¬ 
sion for the sake of it.”
